Chestnut

There are times when we miss 
an acquaintance dreadfully after 
he is gone. So it is with the 
American chestnut which was so 
important in our local life and 
economy. The chestnut tree oc¬ 
cupied a place which was unique 
among our hardwoods. Few, if 
any, trees could compete with the 
chestnut in vigor of sprouting, 
rapidity of growth, and yield of 
a great variety of useful products 
sucli as high grade lumber, poles, 
ties, posts, rails, slack cooperage, 
paper and fiber boards, tanning 
extract from bark and wood and 
the abundance of nuts which ser¬ 
ved as food for both animals 
and man. 
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Records indicate the total 
value of chestnut products pro¬ 
duced in 1909, not including: 
nuts, amounted to over 19 mil¬ 
lion dollars, and in 1910 chest¬ 
nut comprised 7 percent of total 
amount of hardwood timber cut. 
Now, the remaining- chestnut 
snags stand bare of bark or 
smai 1 twigs serving their most 
useful purpose as den trees for 
forest wildlife. Some dead 
chestnut wood is removed for 
extract purposes though rot and 
insects are rapidly taking their 
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of vegetable tanin materials pro¬ 
duced in this country were sup¬

ttiH. Iii 19120 over half the supply 1 
of vegetable tanin materials pro¬ 
duced in this country were sup¬ 
plied by the American chestnut, 
end paper and fiber board were 
made from the chips left after 
the extraction of tannin.

GENTLEMEN; 

I regret that a previous obligation to deliver the ad- 
dress at the Junior-Senior Banquet of Marlinton High 
School will prevent my personal attendance at the special 
public meeting on Thursday night. However, as an indi¬ 
vidual ilizen and business man of Marlinton I desire, for

Many 
1 of these sales would be lost to the merchants because of 
the natural avoidance of the section where it was necea- 
i sri y to deposit a coin or coins for the privilege of parking. 

In larger cities, where traffic is always congested in 
the central area, the parking meter may serve as a helpful 
and lucrative means of limiting the amount of time one 
may park on a main thoroughfare, but 1 Fed that there 
is surely general opinion that Marlinton does not fall with¬ 
in this classification. 

In addition, it should be kept in mind by the members 
of the Town Council that the life-blood of a rural town 
is derived from the number of persons in the area who 
find it convenient to do their shopping there, and who are 
encouraged to do so in every possible manner. 

And with the present high cost of living, which is felt 
by everyone, it seems to me to be an unfair practice to

Indeed, here in 
Holland, many of the best of our 
boys gave the best (their lives) to 
help us, making free from the Nazi 
yoke. And how many got murdered 
in concentration camps here in our 
country and in Germany. 

Well, dear Martha, God has done 
all those things, and we have to ac¬ 
cept them, even if it is hard and 
difficult to bear it. All I can do 
for you, is to pray to our Lord to 
make you strong, to bear all the wor¬ 
ries He has sent you. I know for 
■‘ure, He will send you His richest 
htcs'dngx and keep you in the best 
1 health. You wrote if there's 
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something you could do for me, Mar¬ 
tha, this is all with love and grati¬ 
tude that F do so t you don't need to 
do anything, ! shall only be pleased 
when you keep writing with me. 

There is not much news anymore. 
T do hope this letter finds you in u 
perfect health. 

Give my kindest repards to your 
and Everett's family.

PAGE PRITT, AGED 36,

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THE TURN OF THE TIDE 
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Prices have begun to rise. That is the best news 
the country has had in three years. The rise has 
started where it ought to start, with the basic pro¬ 
ducts of agriculture. Wheat, cotton, com, hogs, to¬ 
bacco, rice, dairy products, have all started upward. 
Some are raising faster than others, but all are show¬ 
ing an upward tendency. 

We do not think that this is merely another 
"false alarm.” We believe that factors have been 
brought into play which will put prices up still high¬ 
er, until w T e reach somewhere near the level of 1926. 
That is what those in charge of the nation s destines 
are aiming at we are told. That would mean that the 
average of commodity prices would be more than 
double present prices, in some instances, half to two- 
thirds higher in others. 
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Starting with the products of agriculture, the 
rise in prices is bound to extend to industrial pro¬ 
ducts. For when the farmer begins to get a profit 
from his operations he can begi nto pay up his back 
taxes and mortgage interest, to buy the commodities 
he and his family require* Money thus put into cir¬ 
culation enables others, in turn, to buy at prices 
which mean a profit to the seller. That means that 
manufacturers can start up their factories again. 


We have never felt there was much to the argu¬ 
ment that people have stopped wanting to buy th¬ 
ings.‘The only reason they have stopped buying is 
lack of money to buy with. There is not and' never 
has been “overproduction” in t hesense that more 

commodities were produced than people wanted. 
Our whole social system is built upon multiplying 
wants and as money circulates again people will 
gratify those wants.
